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VANDALISM IN ARCADIA 
HATEVER faults the late E. J. (‘‘Lucky’’) 
W Baldwin may have possessed, his memory is 
redeemed in a large measure by the benefac- 
tions to humanity he left in the form of miles 
upon miles of wonderful shade trees—the towering 
cuealypti and the graceful peppers—which line the 
streets of pretty Arcadia, the modern evolution of the 
famous Baldwin ranch property. That this distine- 
tive feature of suburban life has attracted fully 
seventy-five per cent of the residents of the Baldwin 
region is probably a conservative statement. But for 
the umbrageous trees Areadia would be in nowise 
from seorces of other Southern California 
small towns. And now, strangely enough, and sadly 
enough, the trustees of Arcadia, in a mistaken sense 
of their obligation to the community and the rights 
of property owners, of late have given permission to 
certain holders of realty along Duarte Road, just 


different 


- south of Huntington Drive, to cut down the lovely 


shade trees facing their frontage, in sympathy with 
the plea that the noble foliage is obstructing the sun 
and retarding the growth of cabbage and similar 
succulent, of humble vegetables, that are planted near 
the line. 

For half a mile, possibly, on Duarte Road, in the 
vicinity of Santa Anita avenue, this deforestation has 
been permitted, this sacrilege approved by the 
trustees. Lovers of trees who realize that forty years 
of growth have been dissipated in as many minutes 
regard with mournful eyes this evidence of vandalism. 
Of course, the property-owner knew the trees were 
there when he bought, hence he was in nowise de- 
ceived. He may, possibly, believe that he alone has 
the right, subject to the board’s consent, to blot out 
the beauty of the landscape. But he is in error, and 
so is the board of trustees. The trees belong to the 
community at large; they are a part of the public 
domain, just as much as the sidewalks and the streets, 
and belong not to an individual, who chances to own 
contiguous frontage, but equally so to the resident of 
a score of blocks distant. They are an inalienable 
part of the town, not to be segregated or destroyed 
at the whim or demand of a person who may flit from 
Areadia in a year or so, leaving only unpleasant mem- 
ories in his wake. 

Arcadia’s board of trustees is not interpreting its 
duties aright. The conservation of the whole should 
come first, not the yielding to the vagaries of an 
individual, whose desire to raze stately eucalypti 
proves that he has little sympathy with his surround- 
ings, and is, perhaps, only a temporary sojourner. The 
policy is wrong, lamentably wrong, and if not 
changed, will presently turn lovely Arcadia into a 
commonplace suburb. It is certain that Mrs. Anita 
Baldwin does not approve such desecrations, and all 
lovers of trees harbor the hope that she will strive 
with the trustees to alter their course. If they per- 
sist, the recourse is with the people at the next 
election. Joyce Kilmer wrote:

A tree whose hungry mouth is: prest 
Against the earth’s sweet flowing breast; 
A tree that looks at God all day 
And lifts her leafy arms to pray;

Now the charge of 
murder under bestial conditions is laid at the door 
of perhaps the best known in this galaxy of con- 
vention-defying individuals who have come to be 
certain that easy money is the one end and aim of 
existence, and the limited mentality of most of them 
will utterly fail to sense what this means to all of 
them. 

Because they ‘‘make business good,’’ Los Angeles 
has not only tolerated them but petted and fawned 
on and worshipped, so that outside of more or less 
mild protests, we do not look for anything sub- 
stantial in the way of reforms to be demanded there, 
and when Arbuckle is out of the limelight and Vir- 
ginia Rappe forgotten, things will go on much the 
same, unless pressure comes from elsewhere. But 
whether Arbuckle is convicted of any erime or not, 
the fact is indisputable that the motion picture in- 
dustry in the United States is suddenly summoned 
before the bar of publie opinion, insistingly and com- 
mandingly. The movies must clean house. 

The private life of the average citizen may be, 
to a large extent, his own concern. The private 
life of the man or woman in publie view, however, 
becomes a matter of immediate and vital publie con- 
cern. No one who depends upon public favor for a 
livelihood can reasonably expect continually to defy 
the canons of deeeney and morality. Yet this is what 
too many famed film stars have done with abandon. 
The whole picture -industry is and will be the 
sufferer. 

On erying need is for a saner proportion of reward 
to effort. It takes a cool head and a steady pulse to 
“stand prosperity,’’ prosperity as has been 
coming to movie favorites. The downfall of Arbuckle 
may sober some of them, yet when we read that 
he confidently expects to return to the pictures after 
he is through with the courts, we are wondering how 
many other stars may fail to appreciate and under- 
stand that decency cannot much longer he outraged 
with impunity. The best thing that could happen to 
the movies would be for every performer to instantly 
be reduced to a salary that would at least keep his 
feet on the ground, and unless the responsible financial 
managers of the industry take some such action, the 
public that pays the bills may do it for them.—San 
Bernardino Telegram.

A castle may have 
a wealth of history and tradition surrounding it but 
if it does not pay for its upkeep, and the owner is 
short of funds, material considerations may dictate 
its alteration or razing. 

Britain’s 2,000 years of history have given many 
sites importance in the record of events. It may be 
desirable to retain them, but there is such a thing 
as being too rich in the possession of them and 
too poor to keep them. Yet, should the British permit 
famous buildings to be removed and historic sites to 
be forgotten no small part of the attraction which 
the island presents to Americans especially will pass 
away. We have not been in existence as a nation 
long enough to have many shrines. Britain is rich 
in them and they draw many American visitors. 

England modernized will not be the charming place 
that England is with piles dating back to the Tudors, 
the Plantagenets or the Normans, Therefore it is to 
be hoped that the present strain on owners will not 
continue to the point of obliterating many of the 
historic places.

KNOW THE CONSTITUTION 
T is a highly commendable thing for the 
National Security League to engage in a 
movement looking to the study of the Con- 
stitution of the United States as one of the 
standard requirements of the publi¢ schools of the 
country. It is safe to say that the average- school 
child knows less about this remarkable and important 
document than most of us know about Latin and 
Greek, The League has been sending a questionaire 
to the educational officials of forty-four states and 
Alaska, Porto Rico and the District of Columbia, and 
it finds that while there is an increased interest in 
the Constitution as a subject of study the teaching 
of its principles has been given no definite place in 
the curriculum of the schools. Generally speaking, 
the Constitution, along with the Declaration of In- 
dependence, is found as an appendix in the American 
histories used in the schools, but the average boy and 
girl—like many adults—looks upon an appendix as 
something that may be safely ignored if it be not 
actually shunned. 

Philadelphia is not so much at fault in this régard 
as some other communities, but it would be a good 
thing if the study of the Constitution were to be 
taken up seriously and systematically in all schools. 
In recent years much attention has been given to the 
study of civics, and the results have been very gratify- 
ing. The Constitution comes under this head, of 
course, and it has not been utterly neglected, but it 
has not been given the importance that is desired by 
the National Security League. We have heard a great 
deal about tke necessity of Americanization, and no 
better foundation stones for American citizenship 
could be given any young man or woman than an 
intimate and intelligent knowledge of the Declaration 
and the Constitution. We should all be familiar with 
the various articles of the Constitution, but how many 
ean truthfully say they are? Recent amendments, 
such as the election of senators by direct vote, the 
change making the income tax permissible, prohibition 
and woman’s suffrage have been the means of ealling 
attention to the document.
